Off Presidential Election 
After Retumins Their 
Candidates To Congress

The attention of some 100 million 
American voters is focused on 
Florida, the state whose Palm Beach 
County vote recounts and subsequent 
25 electoral votes will likely determine 




the next president of the U.S. 

Florida is also the state where 
many Blacks are among the an- 
gered citizens who feel disenfran- 
chised by the alleged voting irreg- 
ularities at the polls there on 
Election Day. 

In Miami-Dade and Broward 
Counties, which have high con- 
centrations of Black voters and 
are among the Democratic coun- 
ties the campaign of Vice Presi- 
dent Al Grore has sought vote re- 
coimts by hand, election officials 
said dozens of Blacks were unfair- 
ly turned away from the polls (see 
page 9). 

Congresswoman Carrie Meek, 
whose 17th District is in Dade 
County, reported her office received 
numerous accounts from Blacks who 
were turned away at polling places.

Voters reported being intimidated by 
poll workers and being told their iden- 
tification was invalid. 

'They are frustrated Black people 
who worked so hard for the right to 
vote; they died for the right to vote. 
And we have seen a presidential elec- 
tion here where people had that right 
denied, through intimidation. 

"Some Haitians are saying this is 
worse than an election in Haiti. What 
kind of superpower has an election like 
this?" she told the New York Times. 

Though Vice President Grore won

the popular vote by a reported 98,000 
margin, the White House goes to the 
candidate who gets at least 270 elec- 
toral votes (see page 12). At Jet press 
time. Vice President Gore had won 18 
states and the District of Colmnbia 
for 255 electoral votes, while Texas 
Gov. George Bush won 29 states for 
246 electoral votes. The electoral 
votes of Oregon (7) and New Mexico 
(5) had not been awarded at Jet press 
time. However, the outcome of the 
Florida tally was of paramoimt im- 
portance to the presidential candi- 
dates because neither could win with- 
out the state's 25 electoral votes. 

An automatic machine recount 
statewide was triggered by state law 
because Bush led Gore by less than 
one-half of 1 percent in the Florida 



popular vote. The recount was being 
conducted by all 67 county election 
departments. With 66 of the 67 coun- 
ties tabulated. Bush led Gore by 229 
votes, according to an AP report. The 
totals were out of nearly 6 million cast. 

In addition. Palm Beach county 
had ordered another recoimt by hand 
of its entire 450,000 votes originally 
cast on Election Day after a hand 
count of selected precincts turned up 
enough errors to prompt election offi- 
cials to make the call. 

Broward, Volusia and Miami-Dade 
were also conducting hand counts. 
The hand coimts were being contest- 
ed in court by the Bush caanpsdgn at 
Jet press time. 

In addition, the deadline for ab- 
sentee ballots from Americans hving 
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abroad (Nov. 17) had not ar- 
rived and some remained 
to be counted. 

With the presidency at stake 
by such a narrow margin, many 
of the voters who claim they were 
bamboozled at their polling places 
were venting their frustrations on 
radio talk shows, at church meetings 
and on city streets at protest raUies. 

The protesters were a mixed bag of 
Blacks, Hispanics, yoimg and elderly, 
many walking with canes, or sitting 
in wheelchairs. 

In Miami, the Rev. Jesse Jackson 
Sr. galvanized the scores of irate vot- 
ers whose allegations of voting impro-

prieties ranged from missing ballots 
to voter intimidation to confusing 
"butterfly" ballots that caused them 
to mistakenly vote for Reform Party 
candidate Pat Buchanan rather than 
Gore (Buchanan later admitted the

Rev. Jackson told protesters: "We 
want to stress that this is not just 
about Black voters. We have to press 
forward because the integrity of 
democracy is at stake."

your wheels are not 
aligned properly, 
you have a wreck. 
"There was a wreck 
in West Palm." 
Rev. Jackson and 
NAACP President and CEO Kweisi 
Mfume said they received complaints 
that Blacks had difficulty voting. 
Jackson said some voters were told 
there were no more ballots, or that 
polls were closed. 

At Bethune-Cookman College in 
Daytona Beach, students came forth 
with reports of being turned away 
from the polls despite showing their

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How the Electoral College Works 

Many citizens believe that when they cast their ballots for president, whomever gets the 
most votes wins. Yet there is an intermediate step in the electoral process — the Electoral Col- 
lege. When we vote for president, we actually are voting for a group of electors who in turn 
cast their votes for our choice. While the electoral vote usually mirrors the popular vote, win- 
ning the nation's popular vote does not automatically guarantee the presidency, as we are 
witnessing with this year's election. 

* Who can be a member of the Electoral College? Basically anyone can be an elector since 
the Constitution contains few provisions on electors' qualifications. Some exceptions are 
Congress members and federal government employees, who cannot serve as electors in order 
to maintain the balance between the government legislative and executive branches. 

* Who selects the electors? The major political parties in each state usually select the slate of 
electors to represent their party's presidential candidates. Electors are chosen based on their 
loyalty to the party and candidate. 

* What determines the number of electors? The number of electors each state receives is equal 
to the number of U.S. senators and representatives the state has. States with larger popula- 
I tions have more electors, but smaller states still have clout since no state receives less than 
three electors. 

* How is the winner determined? Voters in each state cast their ballots on Election Day for 
I the party slate of electors representing their choice for president and vice president. The par- 
ty slate that wins the most popular votes in the state becomes that state's electors — in effect, 
the presidential ticket that gets the most popular votes wins all the electors of that state. (The 
two exceptions to this are Maine and Nebraska). Each state's electors then meet (Dec. 1 8 this 
year) in their respective state capitols and cast their electoral votes — one for president and 
one for vice president. As stated by the 1 2th Amendment to the Constitution, whoever 
receives a majority (50 percent plus one) of the electoral vote is the winner. Since the cur- 
rent number of electors is 538, it takes 270 electoral votes to win the presidency. 

* Are electors obligated to vote for a specific candidate? In most cases, the electors do vote 
for the candidate they have pledged to support. But according to the Constitution, they are 
not legally bound to any given candidate and therefore can vote for whomever they please. 

* What happens if a tie occurs? If no presidential candidate receives a majority of the elec- 
toral votes, the House of Representatives determines the winner. Each state gets one vote and 
whoever gets at least 26 states would win the presidency.

confusion over the layout of a ballot, 
makes no sense in the year 2000." 

Reflecting on the close margin in 
the votes in Florida, Price added, 
"People saw how close it could be. I 
think people know now once and for 
all, that our vote does coimt." 

Despite the current stalemate in 
the presidential election. Black vot- 
ers came out in record numbers and 
re-elected Blacks in key congression- 
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▲ National Urban League President Hugh 
B. Price said the get-out-the-vote grassroots 
effort certainly made a difference. "The 
turnout was very, very strong... Every body 
who could was helping in some way." 



al races across the country on Elec- 
tion Day. 

A total of 39 Blacks were re-seat- 
ed in Congress thanks to Black voter 
power. 

Rep. Meek noted that the Black 
voter turnout in the urban areas in 
Florida was higher than the previous 
high of 64 percent in the 1996 elec- 
tion. Miami-Dade County, which she 
represents, had a 90 percent Black 
voter turnout, the highest in the 
state. 

She, along with fellow members of 
the Congressional Black Caucus, 
worked tirelessly to push the Black 
turnout this election. Rep. Meek ran 
with the slogan, "Arrive with 5. Go to 
the poll and take five people with you."

And that is apparently what many 
Black voters across the nation did. 

The Voter News Service poll re- 
vealed Black voters overwhelmingly 
supported Gore. The vice president 
received 90 percent of the Black vote, 
according to early returns. And in 
some states. Gore's Black support 
exceeded the huge support Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton received in 1996. 

Cedric Mobley, communications 
director for Texas Congresswoman 
Rep. Eddie Bemice Johnson, who 
returned to her house seat with a 92 
percent vote, told Jet "Black people 
in America really voted this election. 
Black people in America have proven 
in this election that every single, soli- 
tary vote counts." 

Also key to the tremendous Black 
voter turnout was the effort made by 
the Congressional Black Caucus' Polit- 
ical Action Committee which sponsor- 
ed live radio remotes from Florida A&M 
University in Tallahassee and North 
Carolina A&T University in Greens- 
boro during both imiversities' recent 
Homecoming festivities. 

"These were places where large

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numbers of African- Americans from 
all across the country would be, so 
the Congressional Black Caucus 
bought time on radio stations about 
the importance of getting out the 
vote," explained Rep. Meek's press 
secretary Tola Thompson, who also 
produced the radio remote in Flori- 
da. "The Congressional Black Caucus 
invested substantial funds to get-out- 
the-vote and reminded people of what 
was at stake." 

The NAACP spent $9 million in an 
unprecedented voter mobilization 
campaign in several states, including 
Maryland, Florida, Michigan, Illinois, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Alabama and 
Pennsylvania. The voter effort includ- 
ed door-to-door campaigning and 
media advertisements. 

Tom Joyner, host of the nationally 
syndicated "The Tom Joyner Morning 
Show," urged Black listeners to his

radio show to get out the vote through 
several special broadcasts that focus- 
ed on voter registration, voter educa- 
tion and voter mobiHzation. 

TV talk show host and commenta- 
tor on the "Joyner Show" Tavis Smiley 
also pushed the importance of Black 
voter participation with the sym- 
posium "Black Agenda 2000" which 
aired on the Joyner show. "The two 
most important days in your life is 
Judgment Day and Election Day, and 
you do not want to miss either," Smi- 
ley told the radio listeners. The radio 
broadcast was a scaled-down version 
of Smile/s historic "Advocacy in the 
New Millennium: New Paradigms for 
Progress" s5nnposium held during the 
Democratic National Convention in 
Los Angeles aind featured dozens of 
intellectuals, poUticians and celebri- 
ties.

effort certainly made a difference in 
Black voter involvement, observed 
National Urban League President 
Hugh B. Price. 

"The turnout was very, very 
strong," Price told Jet. "For example, 
it was up 20 percent in New York. We 
also saw very strong participation in 
states like Missouri, Illinois, Geor- 
gia... the get-out- the- vote campaign 
by the NAACP made a difference. 
Many of the National Urban League 
affihates were active in the get-out- 
the-vote campaigns in places like St. 
Louis, Seattle and Houston. And 
probably one of the most interesting 
was the Black funeral directors who 
partnered with the Urban League 
and other organizations and drove 
folks to the polls. It was a very strong 



effort. Everybody who could was help- 
ing in some way," he noted. 

Rep. Danny K Davis (IL), who was 
returned to his seat in Congress from 
the 7th Congressional District, along 
with fellow Black Chicago congress- 
men Bobby Rush and Jesse Jackson 
Jr., revealed: "I was pleased, just bub- 
bling over to see so many people at my 
polling place. Much of my area is 
what is called low income. Oftentimes 
they are stereotyped because people 
beheve that certain things they won't 
do like vote. They destroyed that myth 
and that stereotype. 

"People see that we can go one of 
two ways, we're on the verge of going 
forward into the new millennium or 
we can go back the way we did 100

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NJ* Dentist Beins Investisated As Suspect In 
Death Of 1st Wife Vfho Died In Car Accident

A judge recently appointed a law- 
yer for the young daughter of a New 
Jersey dentist who Ford Motor Com- 
pany beUeves killed his first wife. 

U.S. Magistrate Joel B. Rosen ap- 
pointed Warren Faulk to protect the 
interests of Alix Thomas, 5, the 
daughter of Cape May County den- 
tist Dr. Eric Thomas and the late 
Tracy Thomas. Besides her father, 
Alix is the only beneficiary of her 
mother's estate. 

Dr. Thomas, 35, filed a wrongfiil 



death suit in 1999 claiming a faulty 
air bag in their Ford Explorer was 
responsible for the 1997 death of his 
37-year-old wife Tracy. 

He passed a lie detector test ad- 
ministered by the prosecutor's office 
at his lawyer^s request. 

Ford lawyers, however, said they 
weren't responsible because Tracy 
was killed by streuigulation. They 
also said Dr. Thomas should be the 
suspect because it was alleged that 
Dr. Thomas was having an affair at

the time of his wife's death. Compa- 
ny lawyers say telephone records 
show Dr. Thomas received more 
than 140 calls from his high-school 
sweetheart, Stephanie Arrington, 
34, in Austin, TX, in the three 
months before Tracy died. Lawyers 
said at least seven of the calls came 
the day of the accident. 

After Dr. Thomas married Arring- 
ton a year and a half after Tracjr's 
death, prosecutors were urged to 
reopen the investigation by Tracy's 
family when the phone records came

to surface. 

According to court records. Dr. 
Thomas' actions after his wife's 
death caused her parents to become 
suspicious. Allegedly he had asked 
them not to talk about Tracy and to 
take down photographs of her when 
Alix went to visit them at their home 
in Cape Cod, MA. 

The dentist, who said he has little 
memory of the accident, said he sued 
the automaker to show the dangers 
of air bags. 

"My daughter, Alix, has lost her 
mother. I lost my wife," Dr. Thomas 
said last year on the day he filed his 
multimillion-dollar lawsuit. "Nothing 
will ever bring her back. We hope 
that this lawsuit will educate the 
public of the needless dangers air 
bags pose." 

According to Dr. Thomas' lawsuit, 
the couple were wearing seat belts, 
and Alix, then 18 months old, was 
strapped in the back seat. Tracy, who 
was six months pregnant, hit a pole 
when she veered off the snow-covered 
road to avoid a deer as they were on 
their way to take their sick daughter 
to a local hospital. 

When a passing motorist stopped 
nearly £in hour later, just before 2 
a.m., Tracy, who had bruises on her 
face, had no pulse. Both mother and 
imbom child were pronounced dead 
at the scene. Dr. Thomas was uncon- 
scious on the passenger's side of their 
1996 SUV. Their daughter was unin- 
jured strapped into a child safety seat 
in the back seat. 

Two months later. Dr. Elliot 
Gross, Cape May Countjr's medical

examiner, said Tracy's death was 
caused by blunt force trauma consis- 
tent with a motor vehicle accident. 

But forensic pathologist Dr. 
Michael M. Baden, one of several ex- 
perts retained by Ford, said hemor- 
rhages in her eyes and neck were 
inconsistent with air bag injuries, but 
consistent with the m£inual compres- 
sion of the neck. 

Dr. James V. Benedict said an ex- 
ploding air bag would generate force 
to the victim's body for "less than the 
blink of an eye" while the pressure 
needed to cause the injuries foxmd on 
Tracy's body lasted at least 30 sec- 
onds. 

Dr. Thomas also is suing Ford for 
defamation for implying that he 
killed his wife; he insists he had noth- 
ing to do with her death. 

Ford's lawyers asked Rosen to let 
them re-interview Dr. Thomas. Rosen 



is' 1996 Ford Explorer sustained when it hit 

recently ruled that lawyers can inter- 
view both Dr. Thomas and Arrington 
early next year, but it could not take 
place sooner because Arrington is 
more than eight months pregnant. 

Alix lives with her fatiier and his 
new wife. 

Faulk will deHver what could be a 
key recommendation by Jan. 5, 2001; 
he could recommend that Alix re- 
main a plaintiff in the wrongful death 
lawsuit her father filed against 
Ford. He could also recommend she 
side with Ford and file a wrongful 
death complaint against her father 
instead. 

Faulk could also suggest removing 
the girl as a beneficiary of her moth- 
er's estate or hedging her bets by con- 
tinuing in the suit against Ford and 
also suing her father.

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¥ridow Of Bisamist N.y. Doctor Is Shot In 
Murder-For-Hire Plot; Brother-ln-Law Charged 

The widow of a New 
York bigamist recently 
was shot by two hit men 
in what authorities called 
a botched murder-for-hire 
scheme allegedly orches- 
trated by the dead man's 
brother. 

Ehette Dominique, 56, 
was released from South 
Nassau Community Hos- 
pital with pieces of .22- 
caliber shrapnel lodged in

ner neaa ana ngnr nmia j^i^^ander Emma (r), 19, and Marvin Gedin, 20, to kill 
after gunmen opened fire his sister-in-law, Eliette Dominique. 
on her outside her Long 
Island home, police said. 

Marvin G^edin, 20, of Maplewood, 
NJ, and Alexander Exama, 19, of 
Newark were both arrested. Eliette's 
brother-in-law, Aly Dominique, a 
high school chemistry teacher, was 
held on $500,000 bail on an attempt- 
ed murder charge. His lawyer, Gre- 
gory Watts, denied his involvement. 
Dominique was not present at the 
time of the shooting. 

Police charged Dominique, 44, 
promised two men about $10,000 if 
they would kill his sister-in-law. 
According to authorities, he viewed 
wife No. 2 as the legitimate heir to 
the estate of his late brother. Dr. 
Jean-Claude Dominique. In August, 
a Nassau Coimty judge ruled EUette 
was the legitimate spouse. 

The bizarre story began in 1980, 
when Eliette married Haitian-bom 



Jean-Claude Dominique. She had 
sponsored his immigration from 
Haiti in the late 1970s, and after his 
arrival, she paid his way through 
medical school. 

But two years after he wed Eliette, 
the doctor secretly married his child- 
hood sweetheart, Marie Betsy Barla- 
bier, who had followed him to Amer- 
ica from Haiti. Using a female impos- 
ter to pose as Ehette to forge her sig- 
nature, Jean-Claude Dominique — 
unbeknownst to his first wife — 
secured an uncontested divorce and 
married Mguie. 

Eliette and her husband contin- 
ued to have a "very normal marriage 
relationship," her attorney, Charles 
Sloane, said. "She had no inkling that 
there was anything more." 

The doctor maintained his double 
life for nearly 20 years, splitting his 
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time between a waterfront Long Is- 
land home with his first wife and 
their two children, and a home in a 
New Jersey suburb with his second 
wife and their two children. 

But on April 30, 1999, his secret 
was exposed. Just before midnight, a 
driver in a stolen car slammed into 
the 50-year-old doctor near the 
Brooklyn, NY, condo he £Uid wife Eli- 
ette owned, leaving him in a coma. 
The two wives met in a hospital 
emergency room. While Dominique 



lingered for 39 days before dying, 
each wife asserted that she was the 
legitimate spouse. A judge later ruled 
in Eliette's favor because Marie's 
marriage was based on the forged sig- 
nature. 

But Aly Dominique apparently 
sided with the 50-year-old Marie be- 
cause she grew up with the 23 Domi- 
nique siblings. Aly barred Eliette 
from attending her husband's funer- 
al and threatened her, her lawyer 
alleged. 



T Beating Victim Awarded: Kirk Simms, 36, was recently awarded $902,433 
by a jury for being beaten by a police officer in Prince Greorge's County, MD. The 
school guidance counselor from Hyattsville said he was a victim of mistaken iden- 
tity when the officers detained and beat him in July of 1990 because he looked like 
a suspect wanted for assaulting an officer. The jury decision came one day after 
the U.S. Department of Justice announced a civil rights investigation of I*rince 
Greorge's Police Department to determine whether brutality and racial discrimi- 
nation are widespread throughout the force. 



^This Week In Black History <^ 

November 20, 1923— 
► Garrett A. Morgan, inventor and engi- 
neer, received a patent for his three-way traf- 
fic signal on this day (Patent #1,475,024). 
This device, which gave off a red, green or 
amber light to direct traffic to stop, go or pro- 
ceed with caution, revolutionized traffic con- 
trol. Today, traffic lights throughout the 
world work on a red-amber-green pattern. 
Morgan was bom in Paris, KY, on March 4, 
1877, and spent his early childhood attending 
school and working on the family farm. He 
left; Kentucky while still a teen and finally 
settled in Cleveland, OH, in 1895 where he worked as a sewing 
machine repairman. He eventually opened his own very suc- 
cessfiil sewing equipment and repair shop, later branching out 
to other enterprises and inventions. The most popular were the 
Safety Hood and Smoke Protector (gas mask) and zigzag attach- 
ment for the manual sewing machine. Morgan died in 1963. 




November 20, 1977— 

T Walter Payton, Chicago Bears running back, rushed for 275 yards 
in one game on this day. He shattered the single-game rushing record of 
273 yards set by O.J. Simpson in 1976. Payton's record remained unbro- 
ken until this year. A native of Columbia, MS, he was bom on July 25, 1954. 

After a record-setting college career at 
Jackson State University in Jackson, MS, 
he was draft;ed by the Chicago Bears in 
1975. He starred for the Bears for the 
next 13 seasons, missing only a single 
game to injury before he retired in 1988. 
His best season was 1977 when he set 
personal highs for rushing yards (1,852) 
and he won the league's Most Valuable 
Player award. Payton led the Bears to 
victory in Super Bowl XX. He was elect- 
ed to the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 
1993 and inducted to the College Football 
Hall of Fame in 1996. Payton died Nov. 1, 
1999, of a liver ailment in Barrington, XL.

Dr. Ruth Simmons 
Named 1st Black Prexy 
Of Brown University 

Dr. Ruth J. Simmons has been 
appointed the 18th president of 
Brown University in Providence, RI. 
Simmons will assume the post on 
July 1, 2001, becoming the first Black 
to head an Ivy League school. 

Currently president of Smith Col- 
lege in Northampton, MA, Simmons 
will succeed Gordon Gee who resign- 
ed earlier this year. The institu- 
tion had been seeking a leader since 
February. 

Brown has 7,000 students and an 
endowment of $1.5 billion — one of 
the smallest endowments of the Ivy 
League schools. Simmons said that 
might be too small to accomplish 
what she wants there. 

"I know that sounds like a billion- 
Eiire complaining he's not as rich as 
Bill Gates," she said. "It's not a dire 
situation, by any stretch." 

In 1995, Simmons, 54, became the 
first Black president of Smith College, 
an elite women's college with 2,500 
students. 

During her five-year tenure at 
Smith, she gained national attention 
by estabHshing the first engineering 
program at a women's college, insti- 
tuting a curriculum-wide focus on 
public speaking and providing a paid 
internship for every undergraduate. 
She was also responsible for nearly 
doubling the school's $450 million 
endowment to $900 million. 

Simmons, a native of Houston,

TX, is the youngest of 12 children. 
Her father worked as a sharecropper 
and mother did domestic work. 

She earned a scholarship to Dillard 
University in New Orleans, where she 
graduated simmia cum laude in 1967. 
Simmons earned a Ph.D. in romance 
languages fi*om Harvard University 
and taught French at the University 
of New Orleans. 

She later worked seven years at 
Princeton University as the acting 
director of the Afix)-American studies 
program and associate dean of the fac- 
ulty. In the early '90s she served as the 
provost of Spelman College in Atlanta. 
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M Notre Dame's New Glee Club 
PREinr: Austin Stephen Smith, 21, 
was recently elected president of 
Notre Dame's all-male Glee Club 
in Notre Dame, IN. Smith, of 
Coimtry Club Hills, IL, is the first 
Black president in the club's 85- 
year history to serve in this posi- 
tion. The marketing major, who 
is in his senior year, is one of five 
Blacks in the 75-member male 
chorus. Smith and four other Glee 
Club members were selected ear- 
lier this year to perform at the 
Capitol in Washington, D.C., to 
honor the university's president 
emeritus, the Rev. Theodore Hes- 
burgh, who was awarded the Con- 
gressional Grold Medal. 



Federal Report Reveals That American 
Mothers, Especially Black Women, 
Are Not Breast-Feeding Enough 




For decades American mothers 
have been encouraged to breast- 
feed their babies because breast 
milk is considered the perfect food 
for an infant. 

Sadly the advice has been falling 
on deaf ears because a new govern- 
ment report shows that not enough 
women are doing it, especially Black 
women, who have been found to 
breast-feed at an "alarmingly low" 
rate, according to U.S. Surgeon 
General David Satcher. 

Some 64 percent of American 
women breast-feed during their 
infants' first weeks to month of life. 



That's better than the 50 percent of 
a decade ago, but the nation missed 
the government's goal of having 75 
percent of mothers breast-feeding 
newborns by this year. 

But only 29 percent of all U.S. 
moms, and 19 percent of Black 
mothers, breast-feed until their 
babies are 6 months old-a crucial 
time period. 

The government's new goal cites 
that by the year 2010 at least half 
of America's new mothers should 
exclusively breast-feed their new- 
borns until age 6 months, when sol- 
id foods are added, and for at least 
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25 percent to continue breast- feed- 
ing until the baby's first birthday. 

The report calls for a cultural 
shift in how the nation regards 
breast-feeding with policies to 
ensure that parents are told rou- 
tinely why it's so healthy, that hos- 
pitals improve teaching of mothers 
in how to do it, and that workplaces 
make breast-feeding easier for em- 
ployees. 

It was noted that the burden 
doesn't just fall on mothers. Sup- 
port from the baby's father and 
grandmothers, and clear-cut doc- 
tor's advice play huge roles in her 
decision. Yet Black women in par- 
ticular too often get little encour- 
agement, especially because their 
own mothers likely used infant for- 
mula. 

Breast-feeding is better than for- 
mula because studies show breast- 
fed babies suffer fewer illnesses 
such as diarrhea, earache, pneu- 
monia and other infections. Also 
studies suggest breast-fed babies 
may be less likely to develop asth- 
ma, diabetes or childhood cancer. 
Their brains seem to develop faster, 
their immune systems respond bet- 
ter to vaccines and they are less 
likely to become fatter later in 
childhood. 

Mothers also benefit from 
breast-feeding. In addition to its 
being cheap, they tend to shed preg- 
nancy pounds faster, and long-term 
breast-feeding may lower some 
women's risk of getting breast 
cancer. 



Women's Response To 
Stress Makes Them 
Better Bosses: Study 

When it comes to the best manage- 
rial skills, women may have an advan- 
tage over men, a new study finds. 

Researchers at the University of 
California found that women are 
more apt to discuss their problems 
and sohcit help fi'om fiiends and fam- 
ily in times of duress instead of suf- 
fering in silence or becoming aggres- 
sive, the New York Post reported. 

Talking out problems allows wo- 
men to develop stronger communica- 
tion skills, which in turn makes them 
better managers of people than men, 
say researchers, who analyzed 200 
studies of stress behavior. 

The study suggests that differences 
in women's hormonal makeup cause 
them to "tend and befriend" during 
times of stress instead of responding 
with the "fight or flight" response more 
t)T)ical to men, the Post reported. 

One powerful, mood-enhancing 
hormone, oxytocin, is believed to 
calm women during stressfiil times, 
while estrogen, a female sex hor- 
mone, enhances oxjrtocin's effect. 

"If you look at the t5^es of jobs cre- 
ated over the last few years, there has 
been more focus on communication 
and empathy skills, which are tradi- 
tionally female strengths," behavior 
expert Nick Isles told the New York 
Post. According to Isles, old-style, 
more aggressive management tech- 
niques are no longer popular. 
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Ray Marcano, 

regional editor at the Dayton (OH) Daily News, was in- 
stalled as president of the Society of Professional Jour- 
nahsts (SPJ), the nation's largest joumahsm organization 
with nearly 300 chapters and 10,000 members. Marcano 
is only the second person of color to lead the 91-year-old 
organization. As SPJ president, Marcano plans to work 
for greater diversity in joumahsm.

the Port of San Francisco. As the first Black woman in the 
position, she will direct daily business operations and 
supervise the Operations Division, which includes human 
resources, communications, legislative affairs, business 
services, workers compensation and health and safety. 




Arthur Barnes, 

investment-treasury officer of the city of Mobile, AL, was 
chosen as president-elect of the Municipal Treasurers' 
Association of the United States and Canada. He is the 
first Black to hold the position in the Washington, D.C.- 
based organization, which represents 2,000 treasurers 
across North America. 



William Blaine Butler, 

a Meharry Medical College alumnus who has held facul- 
ty appointments at the college in Nashville, TN, was cho- 
sen to serve as the new dean of the Meharry School of 
Dentistry. As dean, Butler, who has a part-time private 
practice in prosthodontics, will focus on involving students 
and faculty more in the clinical care of imderserved pop- 
ulations, such as residents of homeless shelters.

Patrick Ewing has offered to do- 
nate one of his kidneys to Alonzo 
Mourning if the ailing Miami Heat 
center ever needs a transplant. 

"You know I will always be there 
for him," Ewing said. "If my kidney 
matches, Fll be happy to donate one. If 
it comes down to that. He knows that." 

Mourning has a common but seri- 
ous kidney disease that is forcing him 
to miss this season. It is not yet 
known whether he will need a kidney 
transplant. 

Ewing and Mourning both played 
at Georgetown and remain close 
fiiends despite their fierce NBA bat- 
tles. They work out together during 
the off-season, and Ewing is the god- 
father to Mourning's newborn daugh- 
ter, Myka Sydney. 

Ewing said he and Mourning have 
not approached doctors, nor have 
they gone through any tests to deter- 
mine if the former New York Knicks 
and current Seattle center would be 
a match for Mourning. 

Mourning's kidney disease, focal 
glomerulosclerosis, initially wiU be 
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treated with medication but could 
eventually require dialysis or a trans- 
plant. The disease was discovered 
during a routine physical after 
Mourning returned from leading the 
U.S. Olympic team to a gold medal in 
Austraha. 

"I haven't even talked to the doc- 
tors yet, but I'm just saying if it 
comes down to that, if we match up, 
I'll be happy to give him one," Ewing 
said.

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Stravrberry Gets Short Jail 
Time; Return To Iteatment 
After Making Death Wish 

A week after telling Hillsborough 
County Circuit Judge Florence Foster 
that he'd stopped taking chemo- 
therapy and wanted to die, former 
New York Yankee slugger, Darryl 
Strawberry, who is battling drug 
abuse and colon cancer, was sen- 
tenced to 30 days with credit for 15 
days already served and ordered to 
resume his chemotherapy and drug 
treatment. 

In his earlier appearance before 
her, Strawberry admitted to Judge 
Foster his latest probation violation of 
leaving a residential drug treatment 
center in Tampa with a friend to use 
crack cocaine. 

"Life hasn't been worth living for 
me. That's the honest truth. I figured 
drugs might kill me." 



^ At recent hearing before Hillsborough 
County (FL) Circuit Judge Florence Foster, 
Darryl Strawberry confessed: "I can't run 
from myself anymore. I've got to take 
responsibility for myself in recovery," 

The eight-time All-Star said he 
quit his chemotherapy, which makes 
him sick for days after a treatment, 
because it was too much to handle 
while in jail. "The last couple of weeks 
of my life have been downhill. At the 
time I would rather just go ahead and 
kill myself, [but] I couldn't because of 
my five children. That wouldn't be fair 
to them." 

Prosecutors noted it was the third 
time Strawberry, 39, has violated his 
probation of two years' house arrest 
for 1999 charges of drug possession 
and soliciting a prostitute. They want- 
ed him to serve a long sentence. 

Afi^r Strawberry's disturbing tes- 
timony. Judge Foster delayed her 
decision in his case to consult with his 
oncologist and psychiatrist. At the 
recent hearing she ordered Strawber- 
ry returned to Hillsborough County 
Jail where he was being held for vio- 
lating house arrest. 

"You have got to get the therapy or 
you are history," Judge Foster said. 

Foster told Strawberry that he 
would get no more chances to end his 
repeated drug use and his next viola- 
tion would land him in prison. 

"If you can't make it on the outside, 
111 find a place where you can get 
treatment on the inside," she warned. 

Strawberry acknowledged his mis- 
takes before the judge saying, "I can't 
run from myself anymore. I've got to 
take responsibility for myself in 
recovery."

Kevin Gamett apparently opened 
the floodgates for teen players when 
he skipped college and signed a three- 
year, $5.3 million contract with the 
Timberwolves after he was selected 
fifth in the 1995 NBA draft. 



At age 19, Gamett was the youngest 
rookie in the league. He was the first 
American to enter the draft firom high 
school in 20 years. Since his NBA 
debut, 11 players have followed. 

**Before [Gamett entered the NBA 
from high school] no one really thought 
of that as an option," said David Al- 
dridge, NBA reporter for ESPN. "Now 
they have a point of reference that they 
may not have had before." 

Gamett's success in the NBA open- 
ed many people's eyes. Last season he 
made the first All-NBA Team and AH!^ 
Defensive Team. He led the T-wolves 
in points, field goals and firee throws 
made, rebounds and blocked shots. 

The very next year in 1996, top 
prepsters Jermaine O'Neal (Indiana) 
and Kobe Bryant (Los Angeles Lak- 
ers) entered the draft. 
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i David Mdridge, NBA reporter for ESPN, 
says the NBA is getting younger because 
players want to "cash in" earlier. 

This past season, star guard Kobe 
Bryant, now 22 years old, helped lead 
the Lakers to its first national champ- 
ionship in 12 years. 

There's a younger look to the NBA 
because more of the older players are 
retiring, says Orlando Magic Grant 
Hill, who's been watching the trans- 
formation for the last six years. 

"A lot of the players who've been the 
focal point of the NBA over the last 10, 
15 years, like Michael Jordan and the 
guys fi*om that era, have started retir- 
ing. There's an influx of young players 
entering the league. Instead of 22-year- 



old college graduates replacing these 
gentlemen with 15-year careers, you're 
replacing them with 18 and 19 year 
olds," Hill said. 

Hill, who last season played for 
Detroit, entered the NBA in 1994 after 
four years at Duke University. 

"I know when I came out of high 
school, skipping college wasn't even 
thought of, probably because there 
was no reference point. You couldn't

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really compare your game or your 
career in hi^ school to someone else's 
who left because no one did it.

The reason the team has such 
young players is because new coach 
Isiah Thomas thinks it's easier for cer- 
tain guys to make the jump fi'om high 
school to the NBA.

Tm fortunate to 
have veteran gays like Reggie Miller, 
Jalen Rose and Sam Perkins, who play 
hard every practice and every game 
and thus set a pretty good example for 
our younger players. That makes ifea 
little easier for me." " 

Pacers* forward (XNeal, in his fifth 
NBA season, said the money was a 
powerful incentive for a teen to turn 
pro, but noted when he entered the 
NBA he believed he had the skiUs to 
compete with the veteran NBA players. 

"I wanted to prove people wrong 
who didn't think I could play at this 
level. I also wemted to take care of my 
mother and family. It was a chance to 
play against the best players in the 
world. Mentally and physically I don't 
think I was ready [to go to the NBA], 
but I was ready to take on the chal- 
lenge." 

Only two years removed from their 
championship dynasty, the Chicago 
Bulls is the yoimgest average-aged 
team ia the NBA at 22.9 years. 

At the age of 21, the BuUs' center 
Elton Brand is the leader of the team. 
Last season he was honored as co- 
rookie of the year with Houston's 
Steve Francis. 

Brand echoed that the money is 
what attracts many young athletes to 
the NBA first because of varying 
fineincial situations. However, he 
explained his leaving Duke Universi- 
ty early (after his Ail-American sopho- 
more year) was because playing in the 
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NBA- showcasing his athletic ability 
at his yoimg age-has always been a 
dream. 

"Everyone wants to play in the 
NBA because it's the highest level of 
competition," Brand said. 

StiU, Grant Hill noted, "There's def-

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initely more attention in the last five 
years than 15 years ago on the amount 
of money that professional athletes 
make overall. When I was growing up, 
I didn't know what Julius Erving made 
or what Magic Johnson made. Now 
these guys know at a younger age." 

That is true of Grant Hill's team- 
mate, Tracy McGrady, who is another 
prime example of the successful play- 
ers that didn't go to college. He is only 
21 years old and is already playing in 
his fourth pro season. He just signed a 
$93 milHon contract over seven years. 

"Guys just want to get to their big 
contracts earlier," said ESPN's 
Aldridge. "You have to play a certain 
number of years before you're eHgible 
to get big money contracts. I think a 



lot of guys are saying, 'If I leave school 
early or don't go to college at all, then 
in three or four years, I can cash in.'" 

Taking note of the ever growing 
crop of young talent, NBA Commis- 
sioner David Stem is in the early 
stages of forming an NBA develop- 
mental league overseas aimed at 
grooming young NBA superstars of 
the future. 

The league obviously believes its 
young Black players have got what it 
takes to compete at the highest level 
of the sport and doesn't mind paying 
for it. And fans are enjoying these tal- 
ented yoimg athletes' high energy 
and flair that keeps them coming 
back for more.
